M. Caillaux Returns. 
The political crisis in France has been 


ago the Socialists refused to work with M. 
Briand; but French politics are famous 
for their kaleidoscopic changes, and 
M. Briand, apparently, has put his 
pride in his pocket. The really inte- 
resting element in the situation, how- 
ever, is the position of M. Joseph 
Caillaux, than whom no more remarkable 
figure has trodden the boards of European 
politics during the last quarter of a 
century, No man has risen higher or 
fallen lower in public esteem. His career 
would have been impossible in any other 
country than France. M. Caillaux made 
his first appearance under the Premiership 
of the great Waldeck-Rousseau, who was 
one of the finest statesmen of the Third 
Republic. He was a young man when he 
joined the Government in 1900 as Minister 
for Finance, with all the enthusiasm and 
rather reckless enterprise of a Winston 
Churchill. Almost his first act after his 
advent to power was the imposition of 
income tax in France. He had studied 
the system in Britain and the United 
States, and, despite the most envenomed 
opposition, he forced this most unpopular 
of all taxes on the French people. There- 
after his name was anathema to the 
bourgeoisie, and there are thousands of 
Frenchmen who still blame him for the 
most courageous action of his life. 

M. Caillaux became Premier of the 
Republic in 1911, He was at the helm 
at the time of the Agadir crisis, and his 
backstairs negotiations with Germany 
brought him into serious disrepute. In 
1914 he became Minister for Finance once 
more, incurring the bitter enmity of M. 
Calmette, Editor of the Figaro, who was 
shot dead by Madame Caillaux a 
few months before the outbreak of 
the Great War. M. Caillaux disappeared 
again, to be discovered in Rome in 1916, 
apparently intriguing towards the conclu- 
sion of a peace.
